Subject; — Issue of Import Licences for steel to Actual Users* 

No. 140-ITC(PN)/70.—In view of the inadequate availability of steel in the 
country, it has been decided to consider applications for additional import licences 
for steel items from actual users during April-March, 1971. A list of items for 
which such applications will be considered appears in the Annexure to this Public 
Notice. 

2. Actual users both in the large and small scale sectors including DGTD units 
who have consumed Items appearing in the Annexure during 1969-70, whether of 
imported or indigenous origin, may apply for additional import licences for such 
items consumed by them, t 0 the extent of 50 per cent of their total consumption of 
these items of steel during 1969-70. In the case of electrical steel sheets and high 
carbon wire rods, parties who actually consumed stampings or wires/wire products 
made from these two, will also be entitled to import the permissible sheets or wire 
rods as the case may be. 

3. Applications should be supported by a certificate from a Chartered Account¬ 
ant or Cost Accountant (who holds a certificate of practice from the Institute of 
Cost and Works Accountants of India) showing detailed specifications of items con¬ 
sumed, quantity for each item and its value. The value to be indicated should be 
the Clir value in the case of imported material and purchase price in the case of 
indigenous material consumed. 

4. Individual units in the SSI Sector should submit their applications direct to 
the licensing authorities and other units should apply to the licensing authority in 
the prescribed form and manner through the sponsoring authority concerned. 
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5- Engineering fabricators requiring mild steel of any category—including those 
not specified in the Annexure to this Fubdc Notice^-where such steel Is required 
for export production, can submiL applications for their requirements for export 
production. Applications for import, in such cases should be limited to hall of their 
total consumption of mild steel items used by them for export production during 
1969-70 as certified by a Chartered Accountant or Cost Accountant (who holds a 
certificate of practice from the Institute of Cost and Works Accountants of India) 
ur their full requirements for production to meet confirmed export orders, which¬ 
ever is higher. Applications under this provision should be submitted to the DGTD 
(E.P.E. Cell), in the case of units borne on their books. In the case of small scale 
units applications should be submitted with certified copies of export orders in hand 
to DC (SSI) (Export Directorate), Nirman Bhavan, New Delhi. For cotton textile 
machinery and jute machinery manufacturers, the applications should be submitted 
through tile respective sponsoring authorities, namely, the Textile Commissioner 
and the Jute Commissioner. 


6 * The last date for receipt of such applications by the licensing authorities or 
other authorities, as the case may be, will be 31st December, 1970. 


7. In respect of Actual Users whose import requirements for steel items are 
canalised in terms of the provision made in Section III of the Import Trade Con¬ 
trol Policy for 1970-71, applications would be considered for issue of release orders 
and not for Import licences. 


8 . The grant of an import licence under the provisions of this Public, Notice 
would not confer any immunity, exemption or relaxation from any obligation or 
from compliance with any requirement to which the licence holder may be subject 
under other laws or rules or regulations, such as, for instance, the Industries 
(Development & Regulation) Act, 1951. 


9. Import licences to be Issued under the Public Notice will be valid for shipment 
over a period of 12 months from the date of issue of the import licences subject to' 
such other conditions as may be specified. Importers may note that requests for 
revalidation of such licences will not be entertained.

List of items which could be allowed for import: — 

1 . Forging quality blooms and slabs; 

2. MS, Forging quality and all other carbon steel billets, including welding: 

quality, 125mm x 125 mm and below. 

3 . Plates including MS (Semi-killed, fully killed and chequered), boiler quality 

and ship building quality in thicknesses 5 mm and above. 

4 . BP, MS Sheets (hot rolled and cold rolled) including Tinmill black plate 

quality, in below 5 mm thicknesses. 

5 . Hot rolled strips and skelp, In coils, of mild, high carbon or alloy steels 

(excluding stainless steel), 

6 . Electrical steel sheets/strips both transformer and dynamo grades. 

7- High carbon (containing carbon over 0.4 per cent), cold heading quality 
and alloy steel (excluding stainless steel) wire rods,
